A Cliairucterislic SpoccJi of George 
IV. 

"Tho Groville IMeiuoirs," re])ortH 
the following oxtti'aurdinary post- 
prandial speech of George IV. 

The DuchosH sat on one side of the 

King and the Princess Victoria op])o- 
sito. AftGi- dinner, by tho (^ucieu's 
dcs're, " idis .Maji.'sly 's health" was 
givun. As soon as it, was tlniiik he 
made a very long speech, in the courLO 
of which he poured forth the follosv- 
ing extraordinary and fondroyanto 
tirade: — "1 trust in God that luv life 
may bo siaired for nine months hm. 
gel', after which period, in the eviMil 
of my death, no regency would take 
place. I should then have tho satis- 
faetion of le.iving the royal niitliority 
to the per.ionid e.xereise of that young 
lady { [loint ing to the Ihanees.;), ilir 
heiress [iresiimplive of tiie Crown, an \ 
not in the hands of the por.sou now 
near mo, who is surrounded by evil 
advisers, and who is herself incom|ie- 
tent to act with propriety in the slaiiini 
inv.liicli sho would bo ])h;vc-d. .[have 
no liosilRtion in saying that 1 have 
been inaultad — gro.s.sly and eoiiLiiuial- 
ly insulted — by that person; but I am 
determined to - endure no longer a 
course of behavior so disrespectful to 
mo.' Among many other things I 
have particularly to ('oiii[iIaia of the 
manner in which that young' lady has 
been kept away from my Court. She 
has been, ropnaledly kept from my 
drawing rooms, nt wiiich she ought 
always to have been jireseni; but I am 
fully resolved that this shall not hap- 
pen again. ■♦I would have her know 
that I am King, and I am dx)torminod 
to make my authority respected, and 
for the future I shall insist nud comtnand 
that tho Princess do upon all occasions 
appear at my Court, as it is her duty 
to do." He terminated his spet^eh by 
an allusion to the i'rineess and her 
future reign in a tono of paternal intor- 
ost and affection, which wa.s excellent 
in its way.

Tho folli.wiiig niorii- 
in;(, when the Iving saw Ad<)l[ihii-;, he 
asked him v.liat ]) ■opln said, to ln^ 
s])eecli. Lie re[ilied tli,at lliey tlioughl 
tho Duche.¥s )f Kent meritetl his re- 
buke, but that it ought not to have 
been givon tliore; that he ought to 
have sent for her into Ins clo.ict ami 
have said all tli.at he fnit and tlienghl 
there, but not at table before n hun- 
dred people.

Public Works and Pablic UeM. 



During tlio year now drawing to a 
close the Lociil Govoriimont bnvo ex- 
pended (probably liipiandorcd would 
be tho belter word) coUHiderably over 
half a niillitJU of dollars upon what 
they aro jiloased face liouBly to dono- 
minato "public iniprovonients." In 
order to accoiaplisli thia ■wonderful 
foat of daring g statecraft whioh'was to 
have earned for thoni universal praise 
aud undying distinction, they have 
incurred a debt equal to a whole year's 
availablea'eyenue.-.v Now, wo have no 
superstiU63i|'.clrQ's^cl of debt per se; nor 
are wo' prepared to say that Columbia 
might not have with advantago incur- 
red a debt equal to two year'srevenuo. 
But in order to be justified at all it is 
essential that the money should be 
well gotten and well eipondcd. In 
other words, the loan should bo nego- 
tiated upon favorable terms and the 
product .judiciouBly expended upon 
necfessar; and uaeful works of a per- 
manent 'and' reproductive character 
which would ropresojit substantial 
value for the debt. To illustrate: 
Under tho administration of Sir Jamca 
Douglas t},'«am:milli6nf vTra» bon'owod 
for publio works. ' But how -was it ex- 
pended? In creating a magnificent 
and enduring arterial highway from 
tho head of navigation on tho Lower 
Fraser to tho foot-hills of tho Eocky 
Mountains— a work essential to the 
r opening!,'yigi.an.d .•i^'veloping the ro- 
spurces ot the Mainland; a workwjiich 
has long «ince repaid the outlay ; a work 
which will stand a monument of far- 
seeing and daring statesmanship long 
after its ■ distinguished author shall 
have been gathered to his fathers. Let 
us seeho,^^ far the transaction constitu- 
ting the more immediate object of the 
present writing can fairly lay claim to 
the possession of these two proreques- 
ites to justitiablo, beneficial borrowing. 
The Local Governn^ent came down to 
the Legislature about a year ago with 
a highly painted and pretentious fiscal 
policy. But tho paint came oil' in the 
hands of the Opposition, and tho Gov- 
ernment were fain to provide a second 
string to their bow. To be less figura- 
tive, they took power to borrow both 
at Ottawa and London. Both strings 
snapped. They failed to borrow either 
at Ottawa or at London, and the 
double failure was clearly attributable 
to their own bluudcring. It is a seri- 
ous reflection xipon tho present Ad- 
mins tratipu that the 'Frovinoial loan 
for $300,066 Avould not float in Lon- 
don at seven per cent, interest at the 
very time tho Dominion loan for twenty 
millions lloatcd buoyantly off at leas 
than four aud a half ! Their grand fi- 
nancial scheme having thus complete- 
ly broken. down, the 'Government, in 
their strait, turned to a local bank, 
and we leave it to tho reader to guess 
tho terms upon which that throe_liun- 
drod tln>usand dollars has been ob- 
tained. How has it been oiponcied? lii 
there to show for it in all tho land 
one single public work to which tho 
borrower can point and say, "There 
is value — there is a permanant and re- 
productive work which will bo satis- 
factory to the tax-payers of the future 
who mast^xt|Agi^9h the debt"? There 
can be hut' oho answer, and it is too 
obvious to need printing. We would 
not be unjust. Tiiat a largo amount 
of work, such as it is, lius been done, 
is undeniable; and it would, indeed, 
bo passing strange if, where there is so 
much, Bome of it shoald not prove use- 
ful. But we believe it would-be a moder- 
ate estimate to say that, taking into 
ancount all tlie roads aud bridges, 
deducting those already oblitoratetl or 
obviously and irretrievably duonied, 
aud carefully weighing the residuum 
in the light of real, permanent useful- 
ness, the rKlual net product is not 
greater than that which ough*: to liavo 
resulted from an ecouomc and judi- 
cious e.Kpondituro of the ordinary and 
l)ropur rovcnuo of tho Province with- 
out running into dobt at all. Of 
course tho paid organs of the Govern- 
ment will lift up their italics against 
this view: But it in, nevertheless, 
a fair and honest oii)osition.

Mr. Robert«oiiif sQ^ O.r drew the atten- 
tion of the BencIt!.io.> the disgraoefnl 
condition of the Oourt room.

Htroot) a copy of tho same journal dated 
O(^tobar 3rd, 1798, being sovouty-sis 
ye.nra and .one;-month.,old^ and containing 
tho account of Nelson's great victory over 
tho French Fleet, on tlio Ist of August of 
tliiit year, together with a list of the 
killed and wounded. This nunil)er con- 
tains some remarkable paragraphs, such, 
for instance, as tho following: 

"Tho keepers of several Beading Booms 
in Fleet iitreot, have been fined £5 for 
lending newspapers for hire." 

Referring to the rebellion in the Korth 
'West of Ireland, the following occurs: 

"It nppoars that the few French ofiicers 
who wore left behind at Killala to organ- 
ize tho r.-iw Irish recruits, found thoiu so 
savago and untutored that they had lost 
nil thuir credit and intluouco with them, 
and at length wero obliged to have re- 
course to self-defence to protect them- 
selves." .
